Fixe Billion In Gold To 
Be Mailed To Fort Knox 


. . , F O R SAFEKEEPING IN DEPOSITORY 


l^X'^ASHINGTON, Nov. 9— (A P)—Inexperienced postm en need 
not apply, but the treasury is getting ready to m ail five 
or six billion dollars w orth of gold. 
As soon as congress authorizes the postage—about $1,000,000 
—the treasury w ants to shift part of its huge gold hoards from 
New York and Philadelphia to the subterranean vaults built for 
the purpose at Fort Knox, Ky. 
Fort Knox already contains $5,523,000,000 w orth of the m etal, 
but none has been added for a couple of years, w hile the treas­ 
ury stocks outside of Fort Knox have grown to exceed $11,600,- 
000,000. Shifting some of the gold would relieve congestion in 
outside vaults and at the same tim e increase its safety. 
G etting th e m etal to Fort KnOx, officials explained, w ouldn’t 
be much different than m ailing a w rist w atch to your sw eetheart 
for Christm as. No one is quite sure how the postoffice would pay 
the insurance if the whole $5,000,000.000 got lost, but the treas­ 
ury sends gold by registered mail just the same. 
The extra postage com pensates the postoffice for guarding 
the gold w ith hundreds of inspectors and soldiers. 
A bout $3,000,000,000 in gold was sent here in the last 12 
months. 
At Fort Knox, safekeeping is almost a cinch. The depository 
is in the m iddle of an arm y post. Its vaults are about 60 feet un­ 
der ground, protected from w ould-be tunnelers by 10 feet of re ­ 
inforced concrete. The building is guaranteed bombproof, and 
anyone getting inside would still have to budge a 20-ton door to 
get into the vaults.

Barley usually is more profitable 
than spring w heat in w inter w heat 
areas, college of agriculture agron­ 
omists advised today.

U nder norm al conditions, spring 
w heat is not recom m ended except 
In northern and we.stern N ebras­ 
ka, according to D. L. Gross, ex­ 
tension agronom ftt. O utside these 
areas, spring w heat cannot be ex­ 
pected to yield as much as w inter 
w heat in any season. 
Norm ally, w here w inter w heat 
fails, a farm er plants most of the 
acreage to corn. But since most 
N ebraska farm ers plan to comply 
w ith their triple-A corn acreage 
allotm ents, they w ill w ant to plant 
this land to some other crop such 
as small grains or sorghums, the 
agronom ist observes. 
Decide In Spring . 
In cases w here w inter w heat 
has

m any farm ers custom arily let it 
stand for awhile in the spring to 
determ ine w hether or not it will 
make a satisfactory crop. W hen 
this happens, it soon becomes too 
late to seed oats or barley. 
On such fields, spring w heat 
may be seeded into the thin stand 
of w inter wheat. If planted quite 
early, the spring w heat will m a­ 
ture about the sam e tim e as the 
w inter w heat in the same field.

Let it be remembered there is a gen eration 
in German y, who sin ce boyhood an d girlhood hav e 
kn own n othin g but the pattern of life wov en un d er 
the Nazi system. 
It is real to them, an d repre­ 
sen ts about all which they kn ow by w'ay of ex­ 
perien ce of German y an d of the gov ern men t of 
German y. 
Let it also be kn own that in a large 
measure the old d omin an t group, kn own as the 
German social d emocrats, which in a large d egree 
perpetuated the liberal id eas of German y, hav e 
faced rapid ly thin n in g ran ks because of the toll 
of the years. For more than a year the sole n ews­ 
paper to which they look has been out of existen ce, 
an d the last spark which gav e articulation to the 
German of the Hohen zollern era d isappeared .

Tests to d etermin e whether an 
own er is capable of d riv in g an 
automobile are applied in a v ery 
careless 
an d 
in complete 
way. 
Automobiles hav e n ow taken ran k 
as more d an gerous than pn eu­ 
mon ia on the American con tin en t, 
yet our states an d mun icipalities 
take n o particular care to rule out 
the un fit amon g d riv ers, an d re­ 
gard w’ith cyn ical complacen cy 
the rules which could be en forced 
to forbid d an gerous d riv ers from 
jeopard izin g the liv es of their fel­ 
low citizen s. 
A complete examin ation of ap­ 
plican ts 
for 
a 
d riv er’s 
licen se 
should hav e three parts—physical 
con d ition , men tal con d ition an d 
v ision . The last is the mast im­ 
portan t. 
There are sev eral aspects of v is­ 
ion which mu.st be con sid ered : 
The psychologic aspect, which 
in clud es the syn thesis of v isual 
sen sation in to perception an d its

Three British cru isers and 
three French destroyers were sent 
in pu rsu it. A few days later the 
British steamer. Clan Matheson, 
was su nk off the mou th of the 
Rangoon river. A Japanese cru iser 
now joined in the search. 
Dou bling back across the Bay 
of Bengal, the Emden nex t ap­ 
peared off the harbor at Madras, 
in British India, on the night of 
Sept. 22. Tu rning her searchlights 
of-war of Great Britain, franco, 
large oil tanks she opened 
Japan and Ru .ssia. At one time 19 
allied war craft were chasing her. 
The Emden’s raids cost Indian 
and Far Eastern merchants a loss 
of $11,000,000. Not a single life 
was lost in all the sinkings of 
merchantmen and her commander, 
Capt. Karl Von Mu eller, treated 
captu red seamen with the great­ 
est of cou rtesy. 
When the new.s of the Emden’s 
destru ction reached London, there 
was wild cheering at Lloyd’s; the 
famou s Bu tine bell—ru ng only on 
ex traordinary 
occasions — was 
clanged vigorou sly; all bu siness 
was temporarily su spended. Imme­ 
diately, marine insu rance rates 
were redu ced 50 per cent. 
Ha s Dinner The British admir- 
With Kin,^ 
that Von Mu eller, 
who was one of fou r officers saved 
in the battle, shou ld not be de­ 
prived of his sword. When he was 
brou ght to England as a prisoner 
of war, he was lionized and had 
dinner with King George at Bu ck­ 
ingham palace, at his majesty’s 
special requ est. 
All Germany was thrilled over 
the Emden’s deadly raids. After 
the war, another “Emden” took 
her place in the German navy 
and she was to figu re in the news 
of the present conflict in the cap­ 
tu re of the American steamer, the 
City of B’lmt. 
Fir-t reports of the captu re of 
the City of Flint had it that either 
the now Emden or the German 
pocket battleship Deu tschland had 
taken 
the 
American 
freighter. 
Later it was established officially 
by Germany that the Deu tschland 
had made the seizu re. Since that 
time the new's of the present war 
on the seas has contained no men­ 
tion of the Emden. 
The first Emden was only of 
3,600 tons displacement. She was 
armed with ten 4.1 and eight 5- 
pou nder gu ns. She had two su b­ 
merged torpedo tu bes. Her speed 
was 25 knots; her coal capacity 
900 tons. The crew nu mbered 361. 
When the World war 
broke ou t she was 
near 
her 
ba.se 
at 
Tsingtao, 
in the 
German-leased 
territory of Kiachow, China. On 
Au g. 6, 1914, she slipped ou t of the 
harbor past the British patrol and 
made her first captu re, a Ru ssian 
ve.ssel, bringing her prize back to 
port.

joined the German Asiatic squ ad­ 
ron off Qu elpart island. Von Mu el­ 
ler proposed that his ship be de­ 
tached to destroy commerce. On 
Au g. 13, the flag.ship hoisted the 
signals “Emden detached, wish 
you mu ch su ccess.” Von Mu eller 
ran u p his “thank you ” signal and 
started away. 
All of the British warships in 
the vicinity had either two or 
fou r smokestacks; none had three 
like the Emden.

sailcloth and painted. The raider 
then resembled the British cru iser,
